, Just by what process of reasoning The Herald figures out that this insti- 
tution is the south’s ally in the matter of boosting the price of cotton—for 
that is what it means—is difficult to perceive. 

But here is The Herald’s argument presenting this point, and to those 
lamillar with the situation it will prove interesting reading: 


The spot article, so far ag ite Value is determined by the future mar- 
kets, is gradually becoming less of an asset, for notwithstanding the heavy 
demand from spinners, the spot department is bound to be influenced more 
Or less by the variations in the future prices. The present hostile agitation 
would seem to be ill-advised, as it is the strongest kind of an argument 
against activity in the speculative mar ket, and as activity is a synonym of 
bullish price movements, which in turn mean higher spot values, it is dif- 
ficult to perceive what advantage the south can gain by maligning its chief 
ally. It has been suggested by a con servative local interest that the best 
manner in which to place an effectual quietus on ungrounded assertions 
would be to close thyir exchange for a period of say six months.

The government alone has been remiss in this respect, and while a rem-

their capacity, even with all the mud 
removed, and that limit has been 
reached, the coloring or suspended matter 
in the water can only be removed by 
the filters. The coet of adding 4,000,000 
gallons daily capacity to the filters will 
be approximately $50,000, 

5. The fifth necessity is an additional 
pump at our No. 2 pumping station, 
This is the station which pumps the 
water into the city. We now have three 
pumps at this statiyn—one 15,000,000- 
gallon, ang two 10,000,000-galion pumps. 
reason for this additional pump is, 
that as it now stands an accident to our 
15.000,000-gallon pump, which would 
out of service at any time, and 
big fire, would seri- 
ously cripple us, as it would be impossi- 
fire pressure With the two 
pumps «during the day. This 
already happened On several oOcca- 
sions, but fortunately the fire depart- 
ment did not need the pressure on either 
oc¢asion. During the day now We are 
compelled to run the big pump and one 
of the smaller ones continuously, and if 
the demand for. water increases much 
more, we will be compelled to run all 
three of the pumps at this station during 
the day. This would leave us without any 
reserve in case of accident to either of 
the pumps. Accidents to machinery is 
nothing unusual, and in this case would 
be exceedingly unfortunate and perhaps 
fatal. It will take from twelve to eigh- 
teen months to build and instal] a pump 
at this station. The approximate cost 
of the pump required would be $125,000. 

6. The addition of another pump will 
require an additional battery of boilers, 
which will cost approximately $7,000. 

7. The intake and overfiow towers and 
pipe connections for new reservoir to 
present reservoir and coagulating basin 
will cost not than $25,000. 

8. The demands for water mains in the 
city are exceedingly pressing, and appli- 
cations are now on file for over ten 
miles of small] mains.
